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Hoop  Finals  Scheduled  For  C.U. 

Loyola  Wins  Northern 
Division  Championship 


Hounds  To  Face  Southern 
Division  Opponent  Tonight 


At  the  end  of  the  regular  season  Loyola  stands  first  in  the  Northern 
Division  with  a 10-3  conference  record.  Over-all  they  are  11-9. 
It  was  a season  that  saw  both  the  new  (two  victories  over  Mount  Saint 
Mary’s,  the  first  since  1958)  and  the  old  (the  18th  and  19th  consec- 
utive victories  over  Hopkins,  in  a streak  extending  back  to  1953). 

With  the  exception  of  Tom  Keys  who  played  with  the  1958  team,  there 
were  no  new  faces  on  this  year’s  team.  Teamwork  and  hustle  offset  the 
lack  of  height. 

The  season  began  badly  as  the  Hounds  were  upset  by  Western  Maryland 
in  the  opener.  This  was  followed  by  losses  to  traditional  basketball  powers 
Seton  Hall,  Hofstra,  and  St.  Peters.  At  this  point  it  was  obvious  that  Loyola 
had  a good  team  but  perhaps  one  that  could  not  stay  with  their  taller  op- 
ponents. The  win  over  previously  unbeaten  Old  Dominion  and  a second 
place  finish  in  the  Loyola  Invitational  Tournament  did  much  to  bolster  the 
Hound’s  sagging  spirits. 

The  Hounds  reversed  the  trend  after  the  Tournament.  Although  they 
lost  non-conference  games  to  Georgetown  and  St.  Francis,  they  won  9 of  11 

contests  in  the  Conference,  including 
the  most  satisfying  double  Mount 
victories. 


The  tap-off  for  the  Mason-Dixon  Basketball  Tournament  takes 
place  at  5:30  this  evening  in  the  Catholic  University  gymnasium, 
and  the  games  will  run  through  Saturday  night  with  both  Northern 
and  Southern  Conference  teams  contesting  for  the  crown.  Although 
the  selections  are  not  definite  as  of  this  writing,  it  appears  likely 
that  Randolph-Macon,  Catholic  University,  Roanoke,  Old  Dominion 
College,  and  Hampden-Sydney  will  represent  the  Southern  half  of 
the  conference,  while  Loyola,  Western  Maryland,  B.U.,  and  Mt.  St. 
Mary’s  will  uphold  the  North’s  laurels. 

The  team  enters  this  Tournament  after  a recent  113-97  triumph 
over  Washington  College  and  five  victories  in  their  last  six  games. 
They  hope  to  continue  their  winning  ways  and  complement  their 
first  place  in  the  conference  with  a first  in  the  Tournament.
